The Volume has already swelled to such proportions that the 
Editor is forcibly warned to restrict any kind of Introductory remarks 
within the straitest limits. 

As to the contents of the present Volume, it will be seen that an 
abstract (with occasional copy of parts of special interest) of the Book 
of Bridge Accounts from F. 7^ is given ; that all the essential part of 
the newly-discovered book of Recusants (1611-1613) is transcribed; 
and that the Books of Minutes and Orders from the beginning of 
1621 to January 1634 have been gone through, entry by entry, and 
the result noted in the present pages, special prominence being given to 
the various details connected with Recusancy. On this subject it will 
be found that a very large amount of additional and diversified informa- 
tion is furnished, and an endeavour has been made, in the compilation 
of the Index, to render it fully available. 

As regards times-prices, indications of the Open-field System of 
Agriculture, the condition — ^perhaps one might say, the co-ordinate 
condition — of the Highways, the progress of Bridge-building or repair, 
the social* aspects of the time and the district, the least that can be said 
is that the present volume is not behind its predecessors in general 
and diversified interest. 

One entry may seem to claim more specific notice, and that is the . 
entry touching the sole case of witchcraft occurring during the period 
of thirteen years embraced by the Minutes dealt with in the following 
pages. However the fact is to be accounted for, it is quite evident 
that proceedings against witches were, up to 1634, very rare in the 
North Riding. The precise way in which the presentment in this one

instance (p. 177) is given, and the deliberate details of the sentence 
given among the Orders (p. 181), preclude the idea that other, cases 
may have occurred, and the details have been suppressed. Whether 
future volumes may produce a greater number of witch cases remains 
to be seen — 1646 is the earliest date for such cases in Depositions from 
York Castle — but up to the date at present reached there is no reason 
for supposing that the witch-scare had greatly affected any part of 
North Yorkshire.

348), "loved to continue his (the great Alfred's) name, but it was Latinized 
as Aluredus, and thus Alured is the form in which it is borne by many persons 
recorded in Domesday, and is still kept up and regarded as a separate name, though 
Alfred has been within the last century resumed in Ei^land. " Of course it becomes 
a question whether our present Alverius (See note in loco citato)^ Averie, and Alvaredus 
are merely due to the form Aluredus so noticed by Miss Yonge, or may possibly spring 
from, partly at least, quite another stock.

t This is rather an obscure word. It is apparently clear that the pillars rest 
on the 'brandreth,* which is the part that is actually undermined by the action of 
the water, and this " underminding of the brandreth" is coupled with "other great 
decay of the piling." The explanation consistent with all this seems to be that the 
' brandreth '. was some sort of a platform raised in the bed of the stream on which 
the pillars of the bridge were supported, and that it, in some form or other, 
depended on piling. Piles driven in and bonded together by cross beams or ties, 
and with the interstices filled in, with whatever material, would form such a plat- 
form, and one sufficiently stable for the purpose, such foundations being, it would 
appear, actually in use in certain cases in the construction of bridges at the present 
day. And, what is perhaps more to our purpose, such a structure of piles and 
cross-ties involves the idea which * brandreth * had by usage come to imply ; for 
Jaraieson gives Branderis with the meaning 'Trestles,* with an instance of usage, 
and the note — "Apparently, frames of wood for supporting the stand burdis or 
tables; so denominated from their supposed resemblance to a gridiron." To the 
above I would only add the following extracts, the one from Nicholson's Practical 
Btdider, and the other from Pennant's London : — ** Till of late years the foundation 
of bridges was erected in the following manner. Piles were driven into the bottom 
of the river, in the site of the intended pier, and then cut off a little below low- 
water mark, the interstices being filled with stone and strong cement : on these 
piles a grating of timber was laid, boarded with thick boarding, and thus was 
formed the floor for the intended pier." ** This great work (London Bridge, 1176) 
was founded on enormous piles, driven as closely as possible together ; on their tops 
were laid long planks ten inches thick, strongly bolted ; and on them was placed 
the base of the pier, the lowermost stones of which were bedded in pitch, to prevent 
the water from damaging the work : round all were the piles which are called the 
sterlings, designed for tlie preservation of the foundation piles." Here we have, 
almost beyond doubt, the 'brandreth * and the exterior 'pilinge * brought together, 
and in such a way as to leave the essential nature of each not altogether uncertain.

Charlton {Hist, of Whitby^ p. 342) uses the word in connection with Whitby bridge 
as constructed in 1766. He says the new bridge was *' built on a plan somewhat 
different from the old one ; for, instead of jewels, stone pillars were now erected, on 
which timber was laid, framed and put together in a manner curious and artful 
enough." The description of the old bridge (p. 313) is — "A part in the middle 
thereof was framed, which being drawn up with ropes, blocks, and pulleys, was to 
admit such vessels," &c. The 'jewels' are not so much as mentioned or referred 
to here. They were replaced by stone pillars in the new bridge, and so would appear 
to have been of the nature of supports to the bridge, probably analogous to the 
supports of what are called * Trestle-bridges.*

* Probably mis- written for 'plankes.* The distinction between boards and 
planks is evident enough here, as it is in the mouths of practical people : more so 
than it is perhaps in the pages of our dictionary-makers, who, not a few of them, 
explain ** plank " by "board," and " board " by " plank." True, a plank is but a 
board of greater thickness, a more substantial board ; but the thickness or substance 
should not be lost sight of. 

f There are many features of bridge-building three centuries ago exposed to our 
view in this account, and this is one of them. The Editor has repeatedly seen in 
times of flood, and not the very highest only, the roadway over the two high-pitched 
single-arch old bridges in his parish well out of water from about the springing of the 
arch, but the roadway of access to the same on one or either side, from one foot to 
five feet under water. All passage, save for horsemen only (and even for them some- 
times), was stopped, of course. Had the old "foote bridge att the ende of the stone 
bridge " been there, foot passengers might still have passed. We can easily picture 
the planked bridge with hand-rails in continuation of the stone bridge, and see the 
use of the " piling-stakes " in constructing it. So too the use, or rather the necessity, 
of the " two peices of timber to keep in the stones att both endes of the bridge '* is 
abundantly explained. With the rushing wash of the vehement flood across the low 
ends of the bridge the mason work would be in perpetual risk of being undermined 
and washed out ; the solid timber bond would obviate this. The Editor only a few 
weeks since was remarking the application of the same principle in the construction 
of the solidly paved sloping access to the beach from the street at Robin Hood's Bay. 
The stones were held in their places by a very strong and ingenious framing of wood, 
consisting of thick battens bound together by cross-ties, so that stone and timber 
together in one surfieice presented combined resistance to the might of the waves as 
well as their (at high water) continual wash. The same consideration explains the 
necessity for cobble-stones for the pavement (heard of in other places also in these 
Records) "att both endes of the bridge." Yet another item claims a moment's 
notice, namely, the charge for paving :— eighty square yards of paving are paid for, 
which, allowing a width of six feet for the bridge itself— probably a sufficient estimate 
— gives us a length of twenty yards of paved approach at either end of the bridge, or 
possibly more at one end and proportionably less at the other.

For the street called 
Baxtergate, which, he says, " had no existence at the dissolution of the Monastery," 
was described as a via regia in Ministers* Accounts, 31-38 Henry VIII., which of 
course postulates a bridge at the point where it strikes the banks of the Esk ; and, 
moreover, in the same document a garden "ad finem pontis" in Baxtergate 
(besides another garden there called Pontegarthe) is specifically named. The 
inference from the phrase ** ad finem pontis" in Baxtergate is that the bridge was in 
1540 reached directly from the said street, instead of by two turns almost at right 
angles, as at present, in which case the old bridge would have stood a score or so 
of yards south of the present site ; and this would explain the Surveyor's work 
specified in the present entry.

mon right and by the expresse wordes of the Statute of 
22 Henr. VIII., this bridge extending into both Counties, ap*. Thirske uif. 
each Countie or Riding ought to repaire the decaie and ^^ Septcmbns, 
ruine of such part thereof respectivelie as lieth in each 
Countie or Ridinge : That the decaie of that br. is now so greate 
as the charge of repayringe thereof will amount to five 
hundred poundes : that this decay hath growne of late fixt w the*RdL 
yeares principallie by the violent course and inundation 
of the river of Teise over w''*' that br. lieth, by w''^ violent course of the 
water the banke on that side of the river w'^'* is in the Countie Palatine 
of Durham is so broken & decaied-as by reason thereof cheiflie the said 
br. is in danger shortlie to fall into utter ruine yf there be not present 
order for the repairynge thereof: howbeit the Inhabitants of y* North 
Ridd' of Yorkshire do offer present(l)ie to levie and disburse so 
much monie as shall beare one halfe of y* Charge of repairinge the 
said br., so as y* Countie Palatine of Durham will do y' like, and beare 
y* other halfe of that charge..

Young says (p. 510), " Belman Bank, near Guisborough, began, as 
has been noticed, about the year 1595, or soon after." At p. 808, he says, "the 
art was not brought to perfection till the year 1608," when Sir John Bourchier

where it was carried on for fifteen years or more ; after which that place also 
was abandoned for the same reason. Lord D'Arcy's family opened a work near 
Guisborough, on the Whitby road, A.D. 1600, or soon after. It seems to have con- 
tinued for fifteen or twenty years Guisborough was established, perhaps t 

we should say revived, by Wm. Chaloner, Esq., about the year 1766." No reference 
whatever, it is seen, is made to any works carried on by or for the King himself, nor 
any to Camden's statement that " Sir Paul Pinder rented the Guisborough pits of the 
Crown, at the annual rent of ;f 12,500," previously to the death of Charles I.

* In Vol. II., p. .306, note, reference is made to a curious old MS. book kept by 
Mr. Mauleverer of Amcliff Hall, the greater part of which is taken up with parish 
accounts and memoranda of different kinds. In various places the system of rating 
on which the present entry depends is adverted to, and some extracts may be more 
illustrative than perhaps a mere descriptive notice might be. In the years 1582*1538

in the hearinge of the representathres of the inhab**. of Knaton and 
Rich. Cockerelly now tennant of Brawith in the right of £liz'^ his 

it appears there were, besides the '* 42 Oxganges in the Towne," *' 16 builded 
frontes'' and "16 unbuilded frontes." In 1637, while the number of the oxganges 
remained the same, as a matter of course, the number of builded frontes had in- 
creased to 29, the unbuilded ones remaining as before, and it is stated that the 29 
builded frontes stand for 6 oxganges, and the 16 unbuilded for 3^ oxganges, *' in all 
51 oxeganges and a halfe." Under date Aprill 30, 1626, an entry occurs as follows : 
— '* The whole sesse for the subsidie, 32s. : unde Ingleby i6s., Amecliffe, 16s. ; which 
Cometh to 3id. an oxegange,' a builded frount, i^d., an unbuilded frount ^d," But 
the principle was extended to all parish liabilities depending on proportional fulfil- 
ment. Thus, in 1628, stands "the manner of the Ponnd-fould fence. Every 
oxgange maketh about five quarters," and then comes an enumeration of the tenants 
or occupiers of the several oxgangs as follows : —

Then again, '*The cawsey beyond the Carr brige to the Crosse. Every oxgange 
hath 3 yardes and a foote. WUl. Jackson, husb"., beginnes next to the Crosse, and 
so every one in order." And in a note already given as to the *' Order for common 
day-woorkes, every 7 oxgang must find a draught, &c." It is almost unnecessary to 
add that eight oxgangs (or bovates) made up the carucate, that two of these 
' bovates * or 'oxganges * constituted a * virgate,* and that a virgate is equivalent to a 
* husband-land,* the names varying in different parts of the kingdom. And here it may 
be briefly noted that Will. Jackson, the occupier of two oxgangs in the above 
enumeration, is, when next mentioned, styled a * husbandman,* being the occupier of 
husband-land.*

Great Aiton is to pay as much as all the restt [example given on an ass', 
of 4s.] : — It is now Ordered that this proportion and forme shalbe 
henceforth kept by the inhab*". of the said townes and hamlettes; 
whereas Will Harding of Old Malton, Clarke, with Ja". Leife [See 
above, p. 177] did by night and without lawful warrant take away a 
widow's cow, value j£^, 10, the said Harding shall pay a fine of 20s. to 
the King, and restore the cow in as good condition as when she was 
taken away, or els to paie £^ to the owner, whether she shall accept 
of: and Harding to remain in the Sheriffes custodie and be committed 
to York Castle until he shall performe this Order. .

The 
Manor, Castle and Forest of Pickering was granted to Edmund Earl of Lancaster by 
his father, Henry III., and his son and heir, Thomas, had the grant renewed by 
Edward I. ; but the Honor of Pickering, or of the Manor of Pickering, does not 
seem to have been the term usually, if ever, applied to this as a Royal Manor.

Whereas upon sondrie weigh tic -considerations us speciallie 
moving. Wee latelie awarded our Commission under our Greate Scale of England 
for the due and effectuall putting in execution of the severall lawes and Statutes 
remainynge in force against Popish Recusantes, and did cause our said Commission 
to be publiquely read in our severall Courtes att Readinge, that all our loving sab- 
jectes might take notice of our princely care and speciall charge for the advancement 
of true Religion and suppressing of supersti[ti]on and Poperie : Wee have thought 
fitt, out of the same care, to add a further charge to you and all others having 
Ecclesiasticall Jurisdiction under Us, that no good meanes be neglected on your part

conformitie : Letting all men knowe that Wee cannott thinke well of anie Aat, 
having place and authoritie in the Church, doe permitt such persons to passe with 
impunitie, much lesse if they give them anie countenance to the emboldeninge of 
them or their adherentes. And, because Wee understand that the number of 
Recusantes is much more increased in some Diocesses then in others. Wee shall 
impute the same to the negligence of those Bishopps who have the same meanes of 
power and restraint, unles they can showe Us some particuler reason by which that 
contagion is become greater under them than others, and not by their dcfaultes. 
And Wee doe hereby require you to send transcriptes of these our letters to all the 
Bishopps and Ordinaries within your Province for the present execution of this our 
generall direction : And also to transmitt the same our letters to the Lord Arch- 
bishopp of Yorke, that he may take the like course within his chai^ge and jurisdic- 
tion. Given under our Signett att our Castle of Windsore the fifteenth daie of 
Dec', in the first yeare of our reigne. 

By this yon see the Royall and Christian care which his Ma^** hath for the 
advanceing of true Religion within this Kingdome, and the suppressinge of the 
contrarie : I doubt not but your Grace will take it into serious consideration, and by

It is perhaps fiuriy certain that the payment now called *Hhe burial fee " is 
not the payment in question here ; it is, on the contrary, a fee variable in amount, 2od. in 
the former case, 3s. 4d. in the present. It is at least possible that, although the wording 
in both these Minutes is " pro lepultura " of So-and-so, it may be a mortuary which 
is really the fee exacted. By the Statute of 21 Henry VIII. c. 6, no mortuary at all 
was leviable in some cases, and a mortuary of 3s. 4d. was only payable when the 
estate of the deceased was clearly above ten marks and under £y}, A mortuary was 
only payable where it was so of old custom. In Hook's Church Dictionary in v» 
'* Mortuary,'* the Statute cited above is cited as 28 Geo. II. c. 6, which in reality is 
but a rehearsal and re-enactment of the original one of 21 Henry VIII Dr. Hook 
further says that mortuaries are not properly due to any ecclesiastical person except 
from his own parishioners, but, by custom, in some places, they are paid to the 
incumbents of other parishes when corpses are carried through them. Mr. Sewell 
may have made an excessive demand, or have sought to establish mortuary fees 
where none such were legally or of custom due. iso entry of burial of the person 
named in the former Minute exists in the Brompton Parish Register.

Rither, Esq., concerning the present assess- 
ing &c of money for the repair of the Gaol at York Castle, and for 
the building of a Ho. of Corr". within the said Castle or near it, 
for setting the poor prisoners on work to keep them from idlenes, of 
which Ho. of Corr. the Gaoler is to be the Governor, according to 
certam late Orders from his Ma**'., for which he craves some yearly 
allowance for his paines : — We have considered the same Order and 
conceive that a general conference of all the Justices will best answere 
for the satisfying of the same : Yet for the present the Court thinks it 
fitting that a Ho. of Corr. shall be erected with all convenient speed 
in or near the said Castle, and the Gaoler to be Governor thereof, and 
that such sums of money shall be levied as shall proportionably fall 
due by them to be paid, both for the building and for the Governor, as 
shall be thought fitting when they shall understand what their rate and 
proportion wilbe. But as to any sum or sums to be levied for the 
repair of the Castle this Court conceives not that they are chargeable 
therewith, but therein desires a general conference with the rest of the 
Justices of the County before they yielde anie such monies be paid, and 
to doe therein what shalbe thought legally fitting for them to do.
